ing forth remarkable revelations. 
England*- slums are the worst in 
the world and England's new ‘‘baby 
campaign” has brought 
thi> 
fact 
home to the government and people. 
The medical authorities have just 
discovered that in iTm-burv, 
the 
great slum 
section of London, 
the 
birth rate is greater than the aver­ 
age for England 
and Wales. 
But 
why infants here die at the rate of 
118 ni 1,000 has also been brought 
to light and corrective measures are 
being taken. 
Among the many obsessions pre­ 
vailing m this section, as reported 
by Dr. E . A. Thomas, a municipal 
investigator, are: 
That just before and after child­ 
birth a mother should drink gin; 
that maternity nurses are not nec­ 
essary in ease of childbirth; that a 
baby cannot make 
enough heat to 
sleep in a cot by itself; that a baby 
must not be subjected to fresh air 
because it will get sore eyes; that it 
is unlucky to weigh a baby and dan­ 
gerous 
to cut its fingernails; 
that 
boiled bread is proper food for in­ 
fants; that milk 
bottles 
should be 
cleaned with kerosene because “ ker­ 
osene will clean anything.” 


These, according to the investiga­ 


tor, 
are some 
o f the 
contributing 


causes of the excessive infant m or­ 


ta lity in En g lan d ’s slum s; and all of 


these half-superstitions an* kindred 


to appalling conditions of tilth and 


ignorance. 
London's slums are d irt­ 


ier than any other-, it is stated, and 


if an in fan t lives through the first 


six months it can live through a n y ­ 


thing. 
The fathers of these 
slum 


fam ilies are laborers, hawkers, beg­ 


gar-. 
cripples, 
porters, 
odd-work 


men, thieves 
and the usual 
raffle. 


I he mothers are charwom en or en­ 


gaged in like occupations. 


But the fathers have largely 
dis­ 


appeared from the slums. 


I hey 
have 
gone to 
war. 
The 


wives have encouraged them to en­ 


list, in m any cases because the gov­ 


ernm ent’s 
separation 
allow ance

“ The 
significance 
of

‘community civics’ does not lie in its 
geographical implications,” savs the 
bulletin, “ but applies this point of 
view to the national community a- 
well. 
Emphasis is laid upon the lo­ 
cal community because it is the one 
with which every ehild-citizen has 
most intimate relations, and for that 
reason it i- easier for him to enter 
into actual eo-ojmratiou with it." 
The authors of the bulletin make 
(dear that the term “ citizenship” i- 
used broadly. 
The 
“ uoo<[ citizen." 
they say, “ is a per-on who habitu­ 
ally conducts himself with 
proper 
regard lor the welfare of tin- com­ 
munity ot which lie i» a member, 
and i- active and intelligent in his 
co-operation with In- fellow mem­ 
bers to that end." 
Community civics, 
according 
to 
the bulletin, should be taught in the 
elementary grades 
of

schools and should be continued in a 
more comprehensive course in tin 
first year of the high school. “ Many 
pupils do not enter high school at 
all. and those who d<» should already 
have begun to acquire habits of civic 
thought and action. 
The 
greatei 
maturity of the high

makes 
possible the development of 
phases of the subject that are im­

school.” 
“ Many eour-c- in civics fail,” the 
authors think, “ because they !i\ a t ­ 
tention upon the machinery of gov­

miliarize1 the pupil with the manipu­ 
lation of the social machinery with­ 
out showing him the importance ot 
the soc i al cuds for which tlii- m a­ 
chinery exists.

England's slums are the worst in 


the" world and England's new "baby 
campaign" lias brought this fact 
home to the government and people. 


The medical authorities have just 


discovered .that in .Pjnsbnry, 
t}ie 


great slum section of London, the 
birth rate is greater than the'aver- 
age for-England and Wales. But 
why infants here die at the rate of 
118 in 1,000 "has also been" brought 
to light and corrective measures are 
being.taken,.. . ,• 
. Among the many obsessions pre- 
vailing in this section, as reported 
by Dr. E. A. Thomas, a municipal 
investigator, are: 


That just before and after child- 


hirth a mother should drink gin; 
that maternity nurses are not nec- 
essary in ease of childbirth; that a 
baby cannot make enough heat to 
sleep in a cot by-itself; that a baby 
must not be subjected to fresh,air 
because it will get sore eyes; that it 
is unlucky to weigh a baby and dan- 
gsrous to cut its fingernails; thai 
boiled bread is proper food for in- 
fants; that milk bottles should be 
cleaned with kerosene because "ker- 
osene will clean anything." 


These, according to the investiga- 


tor, are some of the 
contributing 


causes of the excessive infant mor- 
tality in England's slums; and all o: 
these half-superstitions are kindreif 
to appalling conditions of filth anc 
ignorance. London's slums are dirt- 
ier than any others, it is stated, am 
if an infant lives through the firs 
six months it can live through any- 
thing. The fathers of these 
slum 


families are laborers, hawkers, beg- 
gars, cripples, porters," odd-work 
men, thieves and the usual 
raffle 


The mothers are charwomen or en- 
gaged in like occupations. 


But the fathers have largely dis- 


appeared from the.slums. 


They have gone to war. 
The 


wives have encouraged them to en- 
list, in many cases because the gov- 
ernment's 
separation 
allowance 


comes to more than the husbands 
can normally earn. With the money' 
the majority of the women drink 
raise babies to die, or be neglected 
Moreover they often pawn the scan 
few household things for drink. 


The notification of births often 


comes to the authorities in the hand- 
writing of children, apparently dic- 
tated by the mother and a commit- 
tee of relatives. Here is a portion 
of one of these notifications: 


"Presant at birth mother and the 


lady what makes the tea we don't 


presant sorhe. don'l-tnow about it

Community Civile. 


"Community civils helps the child 


to know the meaning of his commu- 
nity life, not merely a lot of facts 
about it," says a bulletin just is- 
sued by the TI. S. Bureau of Educa- 
tion: This bulletin was prepared by 
four members of the committee on 
Social studies of the National As-] 
sociation. Br, J, Lynn Barnard,; 
School of Pedagogy, Philadelphia; 
P. W. Carrier, principal of Wilming- 
ton (Mass.) high school; Arthur W. 
Dunn, specialist in civic education, 
U, S. Bureau of Education; and 
Clarence D. Kinsley, of the Massa- 
chusetts board of education. 


"The 
significance of the term 


'community civics' does not lie in its 
geographical implications," says the 
bulletin, "but applies this point of 
view to the national community as 
well. Emphasis is laid upon the lo- 
cal community because it is the one 
with which every child-citizen has 
most intimate relations, and for that 
reason it is easier for him to enter 
into actual co-operation with it." 


The authors of the bulletin make 


clear that the term "citizenship" is 
used broadly. The "good citizen," 
they say, "is a person who habitu- 
ally conducts himself with proper 
regard for the welfare of the com- 
munity of which he is a member, 
and is active and intelligent in his 
co-operation with his fellow mem- 
bers to that end.'?- 
i

Community civics, according to 


the bulletin, should be taught in the 
elementary grades 
of the public 


schools and should be continued in a 
more comprehensive course in the 
first year of the high school. "Many 
pupils do not enter high school at 
all, and those who do should already 
have begun to acquire habits of civic 
thought and action. 
The greater 


maturity of the high school pupil 
makes possible the development:of: 
phases of the subject that are im- 
practicable 
in 
the 
elementary 


school." 


"Many courses in civics fail,"- the 


authors think, "because they fix at- 
tention upon the machinery of gov- 
ernment rather than upon the ele- 
ments of community welfare 
for 


which government exists. They fa- 
miliarize the pupil with the manipu- 
lation of the social machinery with- 
out showing him the importance of 
the social ends for which this ma- 
chinery exists. A lesson in commu- 
nity civics is not complete unless it 
leaves with the pupil a sense of his 
responsibility, and results in right 
action. To attain these ends is per- 
haps the most difficult and delicate 
task of the teacher." 


'<Much civic instruction," declares 


the bulletin, ''has been 
ineffective 


because it has left the 
pupil to 


work out for himself the applica- 
tion of general 
principles. The 


translation of principles into con- 
duct is more difficult than the com- 
prehension of the principles them- 
selves. While we urge that the citi- 
zen should engage in these activi- 
ties as far as opportunity offers, it 
is necessary to cultivate a motive 
sufficiently strong to lead him ac- 
tually to do so. This motive is to 
be found in the common interest, 
which includes his interest, at least 
until such time as an ideal altruism 
may lead to the placing of the in- 
terest of others and of the commn- 
nitv above the interest of self."

ted all of his weekly letter to the 
Rushville man's probable candidacy 
for the Republican nomination for 
United States senator. 


Tucker says that his confidence

The fallen countenance of Cain told 
the story of his life and heart. 


"Cain's fallen countenance had its 


origin in his .bad conscience. This

by his complaint against God 


for a deserved punishment." 
In 


'Spiritual Laws,"-Emerson wrote, 'A 
man passes for what he is worth. 
What .he is engraves itself on his 
face, on his form, on his fortunes, 
in letters of light—his vice glasses 
his eye, cuts, lines of mean express- 
ion in his cheek, pinches the nose— 
a broken complexion, a swinish look, 
ungenerous acts, all blab.
